soldiers are ta k en out of here w i t h ­ 
in the next few days no one can tell 
w hat will happen. 
One th in g is 
sure— there will be more trouble." 


Galligan also Insisted on the sol­ 
diers being held here for quite a 
while. 
“ There are certain elements a r m ­ 
ed and waiting, who will break loose 
the moment troops 
go," 
Galligan 
said. 
“ The soldiers who are now 
keeping the peace should be kept 
here as long as th ere is danger of 
fu rth e r au tb re ak s ." 
General Black believes the d an g er 
is over. 
“ After m a k in g a th orough Investi­ 
gation, I consider it unnecessary for 
the soldiers to be kept here longer." 
he said. 
“ I th in k local authorities 
can take care of th e situation." 
An appeal to Governor Small is be­ 
ing considered.

Duty is convinced that their a p ­ 
proval of the so called “ law enforce­ 
m en t" on the part of th e Klan is 
largely responsible for the persistent

V* hat to do about tho door Is a 
problem that la rtunlng 
Governor 
l'r< us < ems id era bpt* < onrern. 
During the last few weeks Ilia of­ 
fice, a s well as the other of the state 
fltanw .did flab < '>mini8sioner. haa been 
flooded with petition* bearing on the 
solution of that problem, but the 
trouble Ilea in the fart that the pe­ 
titioners by no mea na are agreed, and 
It la certain that regardless of what 
the governor does or fails to do, there 
la hound to ho considerable bitter 
criticism. 
Decently tie M inn e o la Game Pro­ 
tective league pct 11 inned the gover­ 
n o r to issue an executive order for­ 
bidding the - hooting of 
does 
and 
fawns during the I P24 hunting sea­ 
son. 
This movement was launched 
by the sportsmen of Itasca county. 
It waa ' iMlotto d al the annual meet­ 
ing of the .state league at Park Rap­ 
ids, and aroused considerate favor­ 
able sentiment throughout the state. 
On the other hand, many sportsmen 
have taken exception to the proposal, 
and a concerted sentiment in oppo­ 
sition centers in St. Louis county, 
and particularly in Duluth. 
Thous­ 
ands of petitions have been forward­ 
ed to tho governor by both factions, 
It will he recalled that until I ll 23 
there was un open season every year 
for the taking of deer of either sex 
and i ll ages in Minnesota. 
An effort 
for one buck legislation failed at the 
last session of tho Minnesota legis­ 
lature, and an alternate season law' 
was adopted instead. 
That law pro­ 
vides for an open soaaon on ail deer 
In even-numbered years and forbids 
the shooting of all deer in odd-num­ 
bered years. 
This fall there is to he 
an open sea-on under the law', hut 
petitions began bobbing up iii north­ 
ern Minnesota some time ago asking 
the governor, on tho one hand. to 
keep the season closed entirely this 
fall, and un tile other, to close the 
Reason on does and fawns. 
The lat­ 
ter course was recommended as a 
«ompromise at the Minnesota Game 
Protective league convention. 
When the league recommendation 
was placed before Governor Preu.s by 
Commissioner Gould aud league offi­ 
cers, he asserted he was in sympathy 
with the proposal and signed such 
an 
order. 
After 
reconsideration, 
however, the governor said he would 
withheld the order until the senti­ 
ment was sounded more thoroughly 
in northeastern Minnesota counties 
which were not w’ell represented at 
the' Park Rapids convention. 
Sixty- 
two counties w<;re represe nted 
by 
delegates to the convention hut there 
were comparatively 
f>*w’ 
delegates 
from tile* far northern ane! northeast­ 
er n counties. 


Closing Order Opposed 
An endeavor is boing made to de­ 
termine actual sentiment in those 
counties, and in the meantime 
ail 
the sport amen's clubs of Dulut h vot­ 
ed in an open meeting to send tin 
following petition to the governor: 
“ We, the undersigned residents of 
the state of Minaesota and the coun­ 
ty of St. Louis, do respectfully peti­ 
tion that you go not use the discre­ 
tionary power so vested in you to 
bring about or effect changes in the 
game laws us ame tided and enacted 
at the 1923 session to the legislature, 
and, further, it is the candid opinion 
of the undersigned such 
executive 
order as contemplated will destroy 
the increasing doer herds as built up 
by tile alternate- closed season law 
now in effect, and which was the 
demand of the sportsmen throughout 
the state who worked for its enact­ 
ment. and it is our belief no hi a 
should 
be 
discarded 
until 
found 
wanting.” 
Copies of the foregoing petition 
were printed in the newspapers and 
were’ signed and forwarded to tho 
governor by individual sportsmen. 
In a letter to Edward McKcever, 
Jr., secretary of the Northern Minne­ 
sota Sportsmen’* club, Duluth, Com­ 
missioner Gould explained: 
‘‘I have mailed some 2,000 or 3.000 
circular letter.^ addresed to sports­ 
men's clubs, individual 
sportsmen, 
business and professional men, game 
wardens, fore.-t rangers and others 
in northern Minnesota, a.- per copy 
attached* explaining the deer cloning 
controversy and seeking their senti­ 
ment, and no action will be taken 
by his excellency, the governor, in 
the matter until replies thereto are 
placed before him. 
"I am very glad to k<>rn from the

Mrs. Clarence H. Smith Lost Her Life 
Saturday Under Wheels of Car 
Switched at South 6th Street 


WITNESSES GIVE DETAILS 


Funeral Was Held Tuesday After­ 
noon From the Whitney Chapel, 
Rev. E. A. Cooke Officiating 


Brainerd was shocked on Saturday- 
evening by a railway crossing ac­ 
cident in which Mrs. Clarence Ii. 
Smith, living at 
1002 South Sixtn 
street, lost her life under the wheels 
of a car that was being switched at 
the Sixth street crossing. 
According to witnesses who ate 
able to give a detailed account of tho 
accident, Mrs. Smith was riding in 
a Chevrolet truck, which her husban.l 
uses for delivering milk about town. 
Sitting beside her and driving the 
truck 
was 
her daughter, 
Alberta, 
aged 14*2 years, and standing on th' 
right-hand running board, near her 
mother, was another daughter, Joyce, 
aged l l years. 
Tile truck is said to have come west 
on Front street and turned north cm 
S ixth, traveling at a very slow rate 
of .speed. 
When it got up to thn 
crossing, 
Joyce evidently 
saw 
tilt 
train which was being switched ap 
preaching from the west, and cli 
jumped from the running board. 
The train was also moving very 
slowly, a rule which trainmen nuts 
observe when approaching a crossing 
where no watchman is stationed. Tin 
truck and the train nearly met, bu 
Alberta suddenly speeded up her cav 
and shot across the tracks to safety 
Her mother, evidently thinking o 
Joyce's safety got out on the run 
ning board and jumped 
from
